Year after year, the University of California and 

its branches have asked and received millions of ad­ 
ditional dollars with which to operate.

Year after year, the hard-pressed and overbur­ 
dened taxpayer picks up the check!

In most of our counties, when a home owner or a 
property owner receives his or her tax Mil it is stated 
that 50 per cent or more goes for public education.

Now people are receiving their state income tax 
form  540-A to be specific. It states that of the general 
budget, education takes 57 per cent, or more than half, 
while health and walfare account for 26 per cent!

Thus education, health, and welfare in the state 
budget totals more than 4/5 of the total budget which 
has increased steadily during the last eight yean of 
Governor Pat Brown's administration to the point where 
it is putting $5 billion.

This sum is greater than the national financial pro­ 
grams of more than 100 nations of the world.

If reductions are to be made in the state's budget 
  and they must be   certainly education and health 
and welfare will have to make their contributions.
